He sent his first cultures of bacilli home to the Institute, 
remained in Asia long enough to gather more and confirm the 
identity of the plague in the rat and man, and then returned 
for a year’s work in a laboratory and among bacteriologists 
such as at that time were to be found only in one place in 
t irope 

Phere was formed the regular working group This time 
Doctors Borrel and Calmette were its second and third mem- 
bers, and they followed the same method which, a year 
before, had given such world-famous results in the case of 
diphtheria. First they sought a means of weakening the 
virulence of Yersin’s cultures, now virtual compound poisons 
of the bacilli and the toxins which the bacilli had secreted. 
They found that a temperature of 137° sterilized the virus 
It did not destroy its essential properties, as, for example, 


boiling would have done; but by killing the microbes it ended 





the living activity of the poison A minute quantity of the 
modified virus was injected into arabbit; it gave ita malady 
which, though lacking the ‘‘ buboes,’’ was evidently of the 
same nature as plague But the rabbit recovered. A second 
injection had a much less pronounced effect upon it; and su 

ceeding injections came in time to have no effect at all The 
rabbit had been rendered immune. And, as in the case of 
lockjaw and diphtheria, when from the immunized animal a 
small quantity of blood was drawn, purified to the serum 
state, and used as a hypodermic injection, it conferred almost 


as decided an immunity upon a second rabbit
